These 
limitations, :"' embodied in the 
Escobcdo and "Miranda eases, have 
probably been given an interpret- 
atio n far- beyond 1 hat inte ndctLbv, 
the Court'. 

-Several measures pending -in the 
Congress arc directed specifically 
toward, aiding law enforcement 
officials in their investigations 
of • criminal activity and the 
apprehension of criminal suspects. 
An amendment to the pending 
anti-crime bill offered by Senator 
.lohii McClellan. <D-Ark.i, Would 
define legislatively the extent to 
which law enforcement officers 
may interrogate criminal sus- 
pects--, including innocent indiv- 
iduals -• in their investigation of 
crime. This amendment is intend- 
ed to enlarge the role which taw 
enforcement personnel are now 
ploying in criminal investigations. 

Another measure is the so-called 
" stop and frisk ** bill introduced 
recently by the Republican leader- 
ship in Ihe U. S. House of Repre- 
sentatives and of which Ibis Mem- 
ber is a co-sponsor.

Bill Gets 
Refinement 

Sen. -diaries H." Percy, R-IlL; 
said today the omnibus housing 
bill which Is now scheduled for 
Ihe Senate floor this week has. 
been "greatly strengthened'' by 
amendments providing for greater 
participation of the poor. . 

He said tho amendments- 
adopted by the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committees-arc re- 
sponsive to the. requests of the 
Poor People's Campaign. 

The amendments, sponsored by 
Percy, would provide for: 

1. Hiring the ghetto persons to 
work on housing projects, 

2.— Getting the Home Owner- 
ship program under way immedi- 
ately through the use of existing 
housing units! 

3— Encouraging tenant councils 
in public housing projects. 

4.— Giving priority to Home 
Ownership programs which are 
initiated and supported in the 
neighborhood itself. 

The exact language of the first 
amendment says- that the Depart- 
ment of Housing, and -Urban De- 
velopment "to the greatest extent 
feasible" shall require that oppor- 
tunities for employment arising in 
connection with the construction 
or rehabilitation of low-income 
housing programs "bo given to 
Tower income pcrsons-rcsidmg-in 
the area of such projects." 

"Too often the government litis 
hired, white workers from outside 
the neighborhood to work on slum 
clearance and public housing proj- 
ects," Percy said, "while the 
black persons who actually lived 
there stood idly by."

Part of the folklore of every 
country is superstitions about 
teeth. Though once " they were 
earnestly held' to be true, now we 
.smile at such 'beliefs. 

Here arc some of the fallacies 
about teeth that are still widely 
believed— and the facts. 

Q— Will eating foods with plen- 
ty of vitamins and minerals pre- 
vent tooth' decay? 

A— After all the tccili arc form- 
ed and calcified, diet has little 
effect upon tlic teeth, except that 
excess sugar plays n part in the 
development of decay. However, 
a balanced diet is needed 
throughout life for the health of 
all of the tissues of the body, In- 
cluding the gums and other 
mouth tissues. 

~<j— Dor tooth decay bccause-lliey- 
are soft? .•■■■' 

A-^ There is little difference In 
the hardness of teeth, and this 
difference has no bearing on tooth 
decay. 

Q— Are tlic hcsl times to brush 
the teelh before breakfast or be- 
fore going to bed? 

A— To be effective, brushing 
should be done immediately after 
eating. Bacteria in the mouth 
quickly (urn fermentable carbo- 
hydrates, especially sugar, to 
acid, which attacks. the enamel pf 
the teeth... Eventually, 
acid attacks result. In 
Therefore— il-is-essentiaLJo_p_rc 1 
vent formation of the acid by re- 
moving fond particles from the 
"moutlras- quickly-as ^possible -af- 
ter eating. . . ' , 

Q— Does toothlirushing com- 
plclely prevent the deposit of tar- 
tar on the teeth? * . 
A— II is unlikely that brushing 
alone will completely prevent 
the deposit of tartar,* nor- con It 
remove hardened tartar from the 
teeth. Only a dentist or a dental 
hygienist using special instru- 
ments, can remove the hardened 
tartar. 

Q— When a toothache occurs, is 
iMoo-lale_lo_save_ the tooth or 



he. consulted. Toothache may oc-. 1 
cur because decay has started. and 
is working its way toward ;.the 
pulp, which contains . the nerve. 
If the pain stops after a few days, 
it may mean that the pulp ami I he 
nerve are already destroyed' by 
the disease. Or pain may be 
caused by the pressure of an ab- 
cessed tooth. Periodontal disease 
(oj^hogum or bone surrounding 
thelceUi) may cause pain that 
is felt as a toothache. ! If heat or 
cold causes pain in. a tooth, the 
advice of a dentist should be ob- 
tained. 

Q— Can everybody expect to 
lose, his teeth andjiavetowcar 
dentures eventually? 

A— Teeth were meant to last a 
lifetime. And they will, with 
proper— home— and-^professlonal 
core. If followed, three rules for' 
dental health are effective in help- 
ing the individual to keep his 
teeth. These rules are: cut 
down on sweets, especially .be- 
tween meals; brush your teeth 
immediately after eating; and 
have regular dental checkups.. 
Drinking fluoridated water or, 
where that Is not available, having 
topical applications of fluoride is 
of great benefit in reducing de-' 
cay among today's children. The 
benefits are lifelong for those 
these [who drink it from birth.'

Mail patrons offended by pan- 
dering advertisements can now 
take steps to curb such mail, 
Postmaster Joseph Wolf said to- 
day in announcing plans for ad- 
ministering a new law which 
gives each family the right to 
decide than an ad is "erotieally 
arousing or sexually provocative." 

When an advertisement sent 
through the mails is offensive on 
these grounds, a postal^ patron 
can now ask the post office to 
direct the mailer to send no more 
mail to him and -to remove im- 
mediately the patron's name 
from all mailing lists he owns, 
controls or rcnts. t 

To assist patrons, the Post Of- 
fice Department has published a 
brief pamphlet— "How You Can 
Curb Pandering Advertisements" 
which is now available at the \ 
Autioch post office. In addition 



to explaining how the law works, 
the pocket-size leaflet contains a 
form letter one can use when 
sending his complaint to the post 
office. '; 

the pamphlet explains that 
when a patron receives an adver- 
tisement which is. in his opinion, 
pandering, he must send the ad, 
its envelope and the form letter, 
or one which includes its lan- 
guage, to his post office with the 
words, "Request for prohibitory 
order" on the' face of the envelope. 

Postmaster Joseph Wolf said; 
"Tills new law should give some 
protection to American families 
offended by advertisements they 
believe to be morally harmful, 
particularly to their children." 

"Last year tho Post Office De- 
portment received some 140,000 
complaints from those offended' by 
pandering advertisements. While

CCI Announces Illinois 
Mechanics'-Liens3_ejTjinar 




Practical guideposts to avoid the 
legal and financial pitfalls of deal- 
ing with mechanics' liens will be 
offered in The Illinois Mechanics 
Liens Seminar to beheld on April 
2G, hi Chicago's Loop. The sem- 
inar is being offered by the Chi- 
cago Construction Institute. . Top- 
ics will include the lender's role in 
mechanics' ■ liens administration; 
perfection of the mechanics' lien; 
owner's methods and protection; 
demonstration trial of. a mechan- 
ic's liens case; mechanics' liens, 
bonds, title insurance, and other 
problems. 

Marvin Mindcs. President of 
The Chicago Construction Institute 
said in reference to mechanics' 
liens* "What was originally a 
complex artificial creature . of 
statute has become Infinitely 
more complex and difficult for 
the layman to understand. Yet 



in most cases the ads wore not le- 
gally obscene and. were therefore 
mailable, they arc often offensive 
and arc usually' not the type of 
material -one would want his chil- 
dren to read," Postmaster Wolf 
said. 

He added thai "becuusc the law 
gives a mail patron the sole right 
to decide what is offensive, and 
docs not deny other the right to 
receive the same "mail, the Con- 
gress fell it docs not violate Con- 
stitutional guarantees, of Freedom 
of Speech.". 

While the patron's complaint 
will only be directed lo the send- 
er. Postmaster Wolf believes that 
one or two complaints will pro- 
vide substantial protection be- 
cause "the great bulk of this, ad- 
vertising comes from fewer than 
20 so-called 'smut dealers' who 
arc frequently swapping mailing 
lists." 

If a mailer docs not strike a 
complainant's name from his 
mailing-list.- and thc-patron re- 
ceives a second mailing 30 days 
after the firm has received the 
prohibitory order, he may bring 
the matter to the attention of the, 
postmaster issuing the initial or- 
der by writing him and enclosing 
the second pandering ad with Us 
envelope. 

If the mailer still fails to re- 
spcctlhc order, the Postmaster 
General may ask the Attorney 
General lo apply for a Federal 
Court order directing compliance. 
Failure to observe the order may 
be punishable by a fine or im- 
prisonment. .. — , — -..„„„.

The American Cancer 
Society, which raises funds 
through * its annual Crusade 
against Cancer ^campaign in April 
and" from bcqucsls~aiid~lcgocics, 
allocated over 18 million dollars 
in research in 1967, he said.- • --. 

This broad area of cancer re- 
search includes financing of all 
special projects dealing with in- 
vestigation inlo how cancer starts, 
how it can be halted or even re- 
versed or prevented. It is only 
through this intensive research 
inlo all phases of cancer will an- 
swers to these ' questions be. dis- 
covered. < 

Research investments under- 
taken by the American Cancer So- 
..ciciy_Liavc helped develop proce- 



dures like the famous "Pap" test, 
credited with saving thousands 
of lives from uterine cancer. 

Another 15 per cent of each dol- 
lar is budgeted for public health 
education in which every, means 
is employed to persuade the pub- 
lic, to seek treatment at the early 
presence of cancer. This includes 
the "double , protection" of an 
annual checkup and of knowing 
and acting on cancer's warning 
signals. Education and instruc- 
tion of. doctors and nurses to the 
latest developments in cancer de- 
tection and treatment - take an- 
other 9 per cent out of each dol- 
lar raised. ' 

Other allocations arc for can- 
cer patients, involving casing and 
lightening the many . burdens 
which cancer places on its vic- 
tims with such services receiv- 
ing' approximately 17 per ccn.l 
The field of public information 
received A per cent. 

. Costs of administration of (ho 
"organization arc 8 per cent and 
fund raising is budgeted at 10. per 
cent. This mccls the uniform 
accounting standards of the Na- 
tional Health Council, an organi- 
zation made up of leading volun- 
tary health agencies. 

The combination of science, 
medicine and education is suc- 
ceeding in saving more lives each 
year from cancer. "The dollar 
you give to the Cancer Crusade," 
Mrs. Brook said, "goes lo fight 
cancer."
